@ripenberg. It will also be well to have fur that
supreme comiander one man who has shown himsell
appreciative of the real situation there and at least
mare competent than anyone else to deal with it
Had Kuropatkin been put in supreme commangd at
‘the beginning, the campaign thus far would prob-
shly have been far more profitable for Russia than it
Bas been. It may be an open question whether even
Be, at this stage of affairs, will be able to recoup
the losses that have been suffered and repair the
mischief that has been done through divideqa ejun-
sele and through the erass ineptitude of its titular
superior. A% least we may be sure that whatever
san be done to that end he will do. If he does not
win & complete vi(rg' for Russia, he will minimize
ber defeat. .

As for the unhappy blunderer who now steps
down and out of the plaee he has filled so nadly,
Russia may well rejoice in being rid of him. He
may still pose us vieeroy, but it will be as a vieeroy
with no army, no navy and no eivil government at
his commanc —the veriest figurehead. There he will
Be impotent for mischief. He is now returning to
St Petersbury, perhaps to be “‘kicked upstains’* into
smmme place of distinguished insignificance, 1i does
mot secem credible that he will again be intrusted
nith such sway over imperial destinies as that which
Be enjoyed a vear ago and which he so egregiously
snd disastrously ill used.

A Kuropatkin eould wish no higher
praise than the spiteful slights of an Alexieff,
